Sir Matthew Nathan, formerly 
under secretary for ireland, testified 
before the royal commis ion to in- 
j quire into the Irish rebellion.

It wa* known that the revolutionists 
'wet armed and drilled, and even were 
I conducting sham battle 
attacks 
on 
I Dublin castle. 
Sir Matthew caused more surprise 
by stating that he ha I communicated 
on two occasions with the Irish lead 
erg. John Redmond, John Dillon and 
Joseph Doulin, in regard to the con­ 
dition of affairs in Ireland, but noth­ 
ing had been done, the authorities be­ 
lieving there would lie more bloodshed 
in attempting to disarm Hie volunteers 
than in watching for the first sign of 
an outbreak and promptly suppress­ 
ing it. 
The government had received advi- 
cs, said Sir Matthew, that an attempt 
would be made to land arms in Ire­ 
land from German submarines; a h o 
that rifles had been purchased from 
Irish soldiers on home leave, while 
others had been taken into the coun­ 
try in passengers’ baggage. 
The former under secretary gave 
this testimony in the course of a long 
statement outlining the formation of 
the National volunteers, of which lie 
declared a small section 
only 
had 
shown themselves disloyal. 
The lead­ 
ers of tile movement, he said, directed 
their efforts to securing more rifles 
and 
ammunition and to storing 
as 
large an amount of material as pos­ 
sible. 
This 
was 
where 
the 
real 
danger came from. he added, as it 
was felt that an attempt at disarma­ 
ment might lead to bloodahed. 
The executives in Ireland being in 
possession of sufficient evidence of the 
association of the movement’s lead­ 
ers with a foreign enemy, continued 
Sir Matthew, had decided upon their 
arrest and were discussing the matter 
on \pril 24. when the rebellion broke 
out. 
He defended the failure of the 
government to disarm the volunteers 
on the ground that such action rnialit 
have alienated 
the 
sympathies 
of 
many loyal volunteer*, 
and 
added: 
‘ There are 25,OOO Irish Catholics en­ 
listed in the nrmv." 
The royal Irish constabulary wa- 
considered strong enough to cope with 
disorders, the witness continued. 
Considerable sums 
of 
money, he 
said, had been coming from America, 
file fund* being used for the purchase 
of arms and the printing of seditious 
palier*, 
lf was estimated, he added, 
that IKO.oon had been received from 
America and paid into Dublin banks 
(rom the middle of September, I'♦ 14, to 
t ie following \pril, when Hie money 
was withdrawn.

Berlin A im * to Discourage Plot* and 


Alleged Violations of United States 


Neutrality. 
Washington, 
May 
19.—Germany, 
through (’omit von Bcrnstorff, its am 
baaeador here, lias Instructed all G#re­ 
man consuls in the United States to 
admonish German citizens in their 
districts 
scrupulously 
to 
observe 
American laws. 
This was done in an effort to end 
various alleged violations of Ameri­ 
can neutrality. 
The ambassador acted on instruc 
tious from the Berlin foreign office. 
The ai tion was announced in this nth 
cia I statement from the German em ­ 
bassy : 
“ In consequence 
of 
cases 
which 
have occurred of late, the German 
ambassador has sent instructions to 
all German 
consuls 
in 
the 
United 
States to strongly impress upon Ger 
man citizens living in their districts 
that it is til cir duty scrupulously to 
obey the laws of the state in which 
they reside." 
It was said at the German embassy 
that the instructions were designed to 
prevent plots or lawlessness on the 
part of German citizens who might br 
disposed to engage in such. 
The Ger­ 
man government, it was said, looks 
with great disfavor upon any such 
conduct and desires that thev 
shall 
not engage in any undertaking in ain 
way outside the law. 
it was not disclosed whether spe 
rifle c ases h a v e ‘been brought to the 
attention of Hie German government. 
Hut it was made* ( lear that Berlin offi­ 
cials want the United States and Its 
people to understand flint they have 
not countenanced any illegal affairs 
with which German citizens or sym­ 
pathizers iu this country have been 
connected. 
f o u n t von Bernstorff’s instructions 
were received and were forwarded to 
German consuls immediately. 
Administration officials were much 
interested in the statement issued by 
the embassy and expressed themselves 
as much pleased.. 
It was said the instruction* to tier 
man consuls were not the result of any 
action by the United State s, 
officials 
thought the step might do much to 
relieve troublesome conditions which 
have manifested 
themselves 
almost 
since the beginning of the war. 
It. is understood that Berlin foreign 
office learned that public opinion in 
this country was being affected by ac. 
tivities of sympathizers concerned in 
passport fraud*, bomb plot* and Simi 
lur operations.

• ad of the war, bec ause’ German offi 
chais feed thee

FOR FIVE BATTLE CRUISERS 


H ou*e 
Committee 
Vote* to Discard 
• Five-Year Navy Plan. 
Washington, May 
19. 
In deciding 
upon the increase’ of the navy, the 
house naval committee voted to allan 
don the five-year building program, 
recommended by Secretary of the Na 
vy Daniels, and to recommend that 
five battle cruisers, to cost $2'*,433,53! 
each; four scout cruiser*, ten torpedo 
boat destroyers, twenty submarines, 
one hospital ship, one oil supply ship 
and one ammunition supply ship he 
built during the 1917 ti st al year. 
Tho committee voted 
thirteen to 
eight on battle cruisers and subma­ 
rines. 
Secretary Daniels had recommend­ 
ed as the first year’s apportionment of 
the proposed five-year program two 
dreadnoughts, 
two 
battle 
cruisers, 
three scout cruisers, fifteen destroy­ 
ers, one gun boat and one hospital 
ship. 
As to submarines, difference of 
opinion hart arisen as to the type* to 
be constructed, and Secretary Hamel* 
altered hi* original plan of five fleet 
submarine* and twenty-five coast sub­ 
mersibles. 
The committee struck out the bat­ 
tleship*. t he gunboat and live de 
stroyers, hut added three battle cruis­ 
ers, one scout cruiser, one ca rn muni­ 
tion ship and one oil fuel ship.
